irror office, Saturday afternoon. The

This morning about 8 o’clock, the new 
bridge being built across the Chattahoo- 
chee river, in consequence of the rising, 
waters, which drifted rafts of timber 
against the temporary structures, washed 
them away, and the whole camedown —_ 
a tremendous crash and fatal results;

reached the brick pier, a distance from the 
wooden one of about 300 feet. The cries 
and groans of the sufferers, like a. panic 

shock, was soon communicated to the in- 

habitants, and our city was in com- 
motion, rushing to the river to save the 
perishing ones. Skiffsand flatboats were 
procured. and the dead and the wounded 
were landed along on the red of the riv 
er from the ruins of the fallen bridge, as 
they drifted down the stream.

The Governor’s “ Whereas.” 


For the benefit of the good people of 
this commonwealth, without charge, we 
copy from the daily New Era, the fol- 
lowing “ Whereas” and “therofore,” of his 


Excellency, the Governor of the State : 


Whereas, law-abiding citizens from many sec- 
tions of the State unite in communications to this 
Department, setting :orth that misguided persons 
are stirring up strife among the people, by un- 
lawful acts of violence against the person and 

roperty of citizens on account of political opin 
on; and that persons distinguished for their 
hostility to theGovernment of the United States, 
and of this State, are promoting said acta of vio- 
lence by publicly denouncing the laws as revolu- 
tionary. unconstitutional and void, and declaim- 
ing in @ manuer tending'to excite resistance to 
the lawful authority of the State, and to persuade 
others to join in a combined resistance to and a 
disreg. of the civil rights of citizens ; and 
whereas, it is further communicated that the in- 
evitable result of said acts of violence and insuar- 
rectionary appeals is already becoming manifest 
in the rapid spread of a disposition on the part of 
those maintain the validity of the laws of 
Congress, and of the State Gevernments estab- 
lished thereunder, to protect themselves by arms, 
from said acts of violence, and from said combi- 
nations against their civil rights ; and whereas, 
the General Assembly has adopted the following 
preambie and resolution, ** Whereas, It being the 
practice of a portion of the citizens of this State 
to assemble in large numbers with arms, for the 
purpose of exercising in military tactics, and for 
other unlawful purposes, without authority of 
law, and to the terror of the good citizens thereof: 
Resolved, therefore, by the Senate and House o! 
Represantatives, That his Excellency the Gov 
ernor be, and he is hereby respectfujly requested 
to issue his proclamation prohibiting such armed 
and unlawful assemblages. But the right of the 
ple to peaceably assemble for the considera 
tion of ons Fagey 4 shall not be impaired by any 
proclamation of the Governor.”’ 

Now, therefore, 1, Rufu B. Bullock, Governor 


of this State, and commander -in-chief of the arm 
and navy, and of the militia thereof, do issue this 
my proclamation, commanding all citizens to ab- 
stain from any acts of violence against person or 
property, or from persuasions which will tend to 
excite to violence or unlawful combinations, and 
from all interference with the constitutional right 
of persons to assemble for _—— or other peace- 
ful purposes ; and to yield prom)t and respectfui 
obedience to the officers of the law under all cir- 
eumstances ; and also my ee npon the said offi- 
cers the exercise of great vigilance that the ma- 
jesty of the civil law may be vindicated, and great 
caution that all their acts may be fully justified 
by and done in pursuance of our Constitution and 
laws. And to make known that no autharity has 
been granted by the Executive forthe formation 
ot armed or unarmed organizations of any kind 
or character ; and that the drilling or expecising 
in military tactics with arms ot any organize 
body of men within this State, except the army of 
the United States, is unauthorized, unlawful and 
against the peace and good order of the State, and 
must be immediately suspended. 

(These are followed by extracts from the 
Constitution and the Code, which we omit, 
refering the reader to those instruments, as 
the sources whence the authority for the 
“Therefore” is derived. We also append 
two official orders.) 

In his “Whereas,” as above, it will be 
seen that the Governor states “that persons 
distinguished for their hostility to the Gov- 
ernmnet of the United States, and of this 
State, are promoting said acts of violence 
by publicly denouncing the laws as revolu- 
tionary, unconstitutional and void, and de- 
claiming ina manner tending to excite re- 
sistance to the lawful authority of the State, 
and to persuade others to join in a com- 
bined resistance to and disregard of the 
civil rights of citizens.” Now, of course, 
we have no knowledge of the “communi- 
cations’ to the Executive Department from 
“law abiding citizens from many sections 
of the State;” but we have no doubt they 
are more numerous than truthful, provided 
their purport is that which the Governor 
gives them. 

The Governor is not to be hemmed in by 
a “pent up Utica,” in the exercise of his 
Executive “powers.” In giving birth to his 
remarkable “whereas” we should not won- 
der he imagined himself the President of 
the United States, and to protest in their 
name, but more especially in the interest of 
Congress, whose vehicle he is, against per- 
sons “distinguished for their hostility to 
the Government of the United States.”

Tue Prick or Corron.—We see by the 
Liverpool and New York dispatches cotton 
is going down. ‘The exceedingly blue pros- 
pects for a crop would make one think it 
would be going up at this time. Our opin- 
ion is, a powerful effort is about to be made 
to rule the market down to as low a notch 
as possible, It will be a move on the part 
of the speculators to once more, as they 
did last year, cheat the planters out of 
nearly all their crop. The only way for 
our planters to defeat them is to hold on to 
every bale with a tight grip until they are 
offered at least twenty-five cents per pound. 

Our reason for thinking, and so advising, 
is this: There will not be as much cotton 
raised this year as was last, while the de- 
mand for it will be even greater. That is 
the whole truth in a nutshell. During this 
summer it has generally brought twenty- 
five cents in this market, and if the supply 
is going to be less, and the demand greater, 
will any man of sense contend that the 
price should or would be less than twenty- 
Bre cents per pound. The price ought to 

e thirty-five or forty cents. It is more 
reasonable to suppose it will bring the lat- 
ter figures than fifteen or twenty. 

We hope our planting friends will fix 
twenty-five cents as their minimum price 
and stick to it until next. July and August. 
Let the speculators preach, pray, theorize, 
put out all sorts of false reports, and make 
the market cut up all kinds of capers, all of 
which they can easily do, but hold on and 
contend for your price. You will get it be- 
fore the season closes.—Macon Journal and 
Messenger.
